BLOCKADED. 

Tbe Powers Carry Oat Their Tbreat 

New Yohk, March 23.— A Washing- 
ton special to the Herald says: The 
United States was notified Monday 
that a specific blockade of Crete com- 
menced at I o'clook Monday morn- 
ing. The notification was made in 
concert by the representatives of the 
six powers signatory to the Ber- 
lin treaty — Great Britain, France, 
Italy, Germany, Austro-Hungary and 
Russia.
